FISCAL  YEAR  REPORT  1957-1958 

September  7,  1957o  The  Commission  met  at  offices  in  Helena,  All  members 
were  present. 

The  increased  trucking  of  livestock  and  the  effect  on  our  inspection 
services  was  discussed,  lumbers  thought  sealing  trucks  for  out  of  stats  move- 
ment might  be  feasible. 

An  over  all  salary  increase  for  employees  of  |l5o00  per  month  was  granted 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  This  was  later  received, 

Oregon  brand  officials  had  requested  the  Livestock  Commission  to  sign  a 
reciprocal  agreement  so  Oregon  could  collect  inspection  fees  on  Montana  cattle. 
This  request  was  denied. 

Regulation  No,  29  (Use  of  Age  Brands)  was  amended  to  allow  a number  brand 
(Not  more  than  3 digits)  to  be  used  on  cattle  for  individual  identification. 

The  Commission  endorsed  a resolution  of  ’’The  Five  State  Conference”  asking 
for  Federal  Legislation  to  make  the  theft  of  livestock  on  an  Indian  reservation 
"Grand  Larceny”  regardless  of  value, 

December  3j  1957,  The  Commission  met  at  Miles  City  with  all  members 
present  and  then  attended  convention  meetings  of  the  Montana  Wool  Grower’s 
Association. 

The  Commission  instructed  the  Executive  Officer  to  have  local  inspection 
books  numbered  serially  and  have  them  in  the  field  by  July  1^  1958,  AlsOj  that 
cards  be  sent  to  owners  on  bill  of  sale  cattle  and  to  mortgage  companies  on 
livestock  on  which  they  had  filed. 

The  use  of  I.B.M.  equipment  to  make  use  of  inspection  records  by  the 
State  College  and  U,  S„  Agriculture  Market  News  Service  was  explained.  Further 
study  of  cost  and  procedure  was  authorized. 

Trips  to  Spokane,  Washington  and  Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma  were  authorized 
for  lir,  Cheney  and  lir,  Brewster ^ respectively. 


l%rch  11  & 13,  1958,  The  Commission  met  at  the  office  in  Helena,  John  W, 
Black,  President^  presiding  with  members  Wm,  G,  Ragen,  iyfelvin  Peterson  and  A,  0, 
Wilson  attending. 

All  inspection  and  investigation  work  was  reviewed  and  the  Commission 
instructed  the  Executive  Officer  and  Chief  Inspector  to  exert  more  effort 
towards  increasing  the  efficiency  of  "local  inspection”,  commended  the  market 
inspection  and  investigation  work, and  also  agreed  that  all  inspectors  could 
hold  no  brand  calves  if  anything  appeared  suspicious. 

The  conviction  of  Gerald  T,  Greeno  in  the  District  Court  at  Billings  on 
a charge  of  stealing  no  brand  cattle  was  reviewed  and  the  Commission  expressed 
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their  appreciation  of  the  cooperation  received  by  their  employees  from  the  office 
of  the  Sheriff  and  the  County  Attorney  of  Yellowstone  County, 

Some  proposals  for  new  legislation  were  considered.  The  inspection  of 
hides  at  slaughter  houses  is  not  tbo  satisfactory  and  they  thought  some  study 
should  be  made  towards  improving  this  law,

April  17^  I95S0  The  meeting  was  held  in  Helena  with  all  members  present 
except  JMr,  Lyman  Brewster  who  was  out  of  the  state. 

Mr.  George  Sinton,  Manhattan ^ met  with  the  Commission  relative  to  his  claim 
for  proceeds  from  a sale  of  cattle.  No  action  was  taken. 

On  motion  made  and  passed ^ the  mill  levy  for  the  following  tax  year  was 
set  at  the  same  levy  as  the  1956-1957  request,  namely  2 mills  on  cattle  and 
others,  and  3 mills  on  sheep  for  the  Livestock  Commission  and  1 mill  on  cattle 
and  others  and  4^  mills  on  sheep  for  the  Bounty  Fund,  all  levies  on  taxable  value. 

May  21-23 j 1953.  The  meeting  was  held  at  the  Rainbow  Hotel  in  Great  Falls 
with  all  members  present  except  Melvin  Peterson  who  could  not  attend  for 
business  reasons. 

Mr.  Ralph  King,  of  the  Great  Falls  Livestock  Commission  discussed  new 
markets,  inspection  fees  at  country  shipping  points  and  other  pertinent  matters 
with  the  Commission.  No  actions  taken. 

The  cost  of  local  inspections  for  1957  amounting  to  $158,491  was  discussed 
with  a group  of  interested  ranchers  at  an  open  meeting  held  at  8s00  P.  M. 

General  agreement  was  that  the  inspection  on  cattle  leaving  the  state  from 
country  and  railroad  loading  points  should  be  improved,  possibly  by  an  increase 
of  fees  to  provide  for  more  salaried  state  inspectors  to  handle  these  inspections. 

Finances  and  budget  for  the  next  bienium  were  discussed  briefly  and  it  was 
decided  to  call  another  meeting  before  the  budget  was  submitted.

June  29” July  2,  1958.  The  Commission  met  at  Glendive  at  8s00  P.  M.  All 
members  were  present. 

The  President,  John  W.  Black,  Lyman  Brewster,  Wm.  G.  Cheney,  Executive  Officer 
and  George  Burns,  Chief  Inspector  were  authorized  to  attend  the  National  Livestock 
Brand  Conference  to  be  held  at  Salt  Lake  City  in  July.  Other  regular  business 
was  acted  upon  and  the  meeting  was  recessed  to  reconvene  at  Baker  at  lOsOO  A.  M. 
June  30,  1958.  At  this  time  and  place  the  Commission  held  a hearing  on  an 
application  for  a ’’Certificate  of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity”  to  operate  a 
livestock  market  at  Baker.  The  hearing  continued  %ill  5s00  P.M.  July  1,  1958. 

In  regular  meeting  at  Baker  on  July  2,  1958,  the  Commission  considered 
evidence  of  the  hearing  and  on  unanimous  vote  denied  the  application.

The  following  are  livestock  classified  as  actual  "estrays®'  ^ those  animals 
held  for  ownership  and  which,  after  investigation,  are  returned  to  recorded  owner 
of  brand  ^ brand  owner  receives  proceeds  from  sale. 

Inspectors  send  in  cards  which  show  where  animal(s)  are  found,  (Range,  Ranch, 
Shipment  etc,).  Also  shown  is  the  number  of  head,  brand,  further  description  and 
what  disposition  was  made  of  the  animal (s)« 

Those  listed  under  "IVIarket  Inspectors’®  are  found  by  inspectors  at  licensed 
livestock  markets  in  shipments  which  are  consigned  for  sale  by  someone  other 
than  the  recorded  owner  of  brand  on  animal. 


Those  listed  under  ’’District  Inspectors”  are  found  in  course  of  invest!" 
gation  work  in  the  field,  inspection  at  country  shipping  points,  and  in  checking 
cattle  on  ranches.  If  owner  can  be  found  he  is  notified  and  disposition  is 
left  up  to  owner.  If  owner  cannot  be  located  animals  are  advertised  under 
Section  46-1002,  Revised  Codes  of  Mentana,  1947 > or  shipped  to  a licensed  live- 
stock market  for  sale. 

Those  listed  under  ’’Association  Inspectors”  are  found  and  handled  in  the 
same  manner  as  explained  under  ’’District  Inspectors”.  These  inspectors  are 
hired  by  county  or  local  associations  for  investigations,  inspections  and  for 
protection  of  livestock  producers  from  rustling  and  losses. 


Those  listed  under  ’’Deputy  Inspectors”  are  found  at  time  of  inspection  as 
required  before  leaving  county  of  origin,  _ The  Deputy  Inspector  sees  that  animal 
is  returned  to  owner  or  if  owner  cannot  be  determined,  reports  to  District 
Inspector  who  then  disposes  of  animal  as  prescribed  under  ’’District  Inspectors”, 
above .

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PREDATORY  ANIMAL  CQNT.RQL 
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For  the  purpose  of  predatory  animal  control  the  State  is  divided  into 
four  control  units,,  Control  operations  within  these  districts  are  based 
on  economic  losses  and  are  worked  out  annually  by  the  Governor's  Advisory 
Committee  on  Predatory  Animal  Control.  The  Committee  is  composed  of  five 
members 5 one  member  representing  each  of  the  followings  the  I'^sntana 
Woolgrowers  ® Association^  the  Ifontana  Stockgrowers  Association^,  the 
l^ntana  Federated  Wildlife  Clubs ^ the  Ifontana  County  Commissioners 
Association  and  the  fifth  member  "■  the  State  Fish  <&  Game  Warden.  The 
Secretary  of  the  I^ntana  Livestock  Commission  is  the  ex-officio  secretary 
of  the  Committee. 

The  coyote  is  still  considered  the  principal  predator.  Others  of 
importance  are  the  bobcat^  bear  and  mountain  lion  and.  to  a lesser  degree ^ 
the  fox  and  raccoon. 

The  method  of  control  involves  the  use  of  traps ^ coyote  getters j 
denning j,  hunting  and  poison.  The  airplane  is  used  for  spot  shooting. 
Throughout  the  State  2^084  stations  of  1080  poison  were  placed.  Records 
kept  of  the  amount  of  bait  eaten  showed  excellent  acceptance.  Strict 
observance  of  State  and  Federal  policies  governing  the  use  of  this  very 
effective  lethal  control  method  has  kept  criticism  to  a minimum.

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  rodent  control  program,  is  carried  on  in  cooperation  with 
the  Montana  Livestock  Goramissicn  and  56  counties  in  the  State,  The 
Legislature  makes  an  annual  appropriation  of  $ 20<>000,00  available 
to  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission  for  such  purpose.  The  Boards 
of  County  Commissioners  are  empowered  to  cooperate  with  the  Com- 
mission and  the  Fish  & liildlife  Service  through  direct  levies  on 
lands  or  direct  appropriation  from  the  general  fund. 

During  the  year  prairie,  dog  control  was  perfomed  in  twenty 
counties.  This  was  all  clean-up  worke  Carbon  bisulphide^  1080 
treated  grain  and  2-100  mix  were  used  effectively. 

Ground  squirrel  control  operations  were  conducted  in  nine 
counties. 

City  dumps  in  three  cities  were  treated  for  house,  and  rat  control. 

A porcupine  control  program  w^as  carried  out  in  Garter  County 
with  53«)000  acres  being  treated,  10?  porcupines  were  recovered. 

Rats  and  mice  have  been  responsible  for  serious  loss  in  the  grain 
storage  areas.  Several  carloads  of  grain  have  been  seized  by  the 
Food  and  Drug  Administration  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.
